And if Scotland allo, as well as we, ſhould ſtand in need of 
your Aſſiſtance, would not this be a ſad thing ? and what may you expett, but if a Blow 
dofaN, it will come on you at laſt, either upon Body,or deep in the Purſe : And we; be- 
lieve, for the Trade you now have , there may be ſeyeral Thouſands of -Apprentiees ſpa- 
red, and no Tack of them. Conkider alſo, how much of a Difloyal Spirit it will 
ſhow to be in you, if you do not Incourage theſe your Servants, who are willing to 
yenter theit Lives, for the ſafety of your ſelves and Familics 3 and alſo if you do not 
Iacourage this, ,and the Enemy do come upon you on one hard or the ather, may you 
not. have juſt cauſe 'to Retort upon your ſelves with theſe Refie&ions, you might have 
had opportunity of uſing the means that kath been effeQual in former Ages, but you 
a [not Incourage it ; perhaps ſame of you may ſay, That it will be time. 
enough to ſend oyt my Servant when the King calls for the Auxiiaries, Good Sir, that 
will be no Point of Honour to go when forc'd. toit ; for that's as much asto fay, 
We will let our Lives and Liberties, and all go till they beat the laſt gaſp, before we. 
deſign tedo any thing ts ſave them, and give Relief to them; and in the mean time, 
where is your Loveto your K ing and Cowntry, Religion and Liberty? Conlider on theſe
